PRESIDENT 

SELECTION OF THE NEW CHIEF OF THE BUREAU OF HUMAN RESOURCES 

Transmitting a Communication, dated September 29, 2008 from 
TODD H. STROGER, President, Cook County Board of Commissioners 

I am pleased to report that effective September 29, 2008, Mr. Joseph Sova accepted the position of Chief 
of the Bureau of Human Resources for Cook County. Joe Sova has over 28 years of progressive human 
resources experience within diverse multi-site complex organizations and over 10 years of experience 
leading human resource functions at the Vice President level. I am pleased to have Mr. Sova on my team; 
he will be an asset to the County as we modernize our employment process and incorporate additional 
best practices in our human resource policies and procedures. 

Mr. Joseph Sova came recommended to me following a national search for a Human Resource Chief 
(“HR Chief’) candidate. In April of 2008,1 established a Human Resource Committee (“Committee”) to 
interview prospective candidates for the position of HR Chief As you may recall, this Committee 
included Maya Bordeaux, Vice President of Human Resources, North Shore University Health System, 
Evanston Hospital; Demetrius Carney, Partner, Perkin s Coie; Eaura Eechowicz Felicione, Special 
Counsel, Cook County; Mary Anne Kelly, Vice President of Human Resources, Chicago Metropolitan 
Health Care Council; and Burt Odelson, Partner, Odelson and Sterk. 
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In addition to hearing from Compliance Administrator Julia Nowicki at the Committee’s first meeting, the 
Committee requested that the County engage an executive recruitment firm to aid in the search for a 
permanent HR Chief At the Committee’s request and upon the Committee’s approval, the County 
engaged David Gomez and Associates (“DGA”) to perform the executive recruitment for the County HR 
Chief position. Additional meetings occurred with members of the Committee; Julia Nowicki, members 
of her staff and DGA to finalize the desired qualifications of a HR candidate as well as the matrix that 
would be used to review prospective candidates. 

Following these meetings, the job description was completed and DGA initiated the executive recruitment 
process. DGA’s executive search process was completed on a national basis, attracted 410 candidates and 
had representation from a diverse group of highly qualified candidates from 24 states. 

DGA conducted interviews and then presented a slate of ten (10) highly qualified candidates to the 
Committee for review; seven candidates were selected by the Committee to be further interviewed. The 
Committee conducted interviews of the seven prospective candidates over two days and addressed the 
candidates past accomplishments, knowledge of position, experience, management style, ability to 
develop staff, interpersonal skills, direction and long range goals. 

From the final slate of seven candidates interviewed, the Committee recommended three finalist 
candidates for my review. Following additional interviews, I selected Joe Sova from the Committee’s list 
of three finalist candidates to serve as the County’s Chief of Human Resources. In addition to the 
Committee’s recommendation, Julia Nowicki has reviewed Mr. Sova’s resume and is supportive of my 
selection. 

Joe Sova’s extensive leadership experience in human resources will be an asset to the current HR team. 
Mr. Sova will aid me in moving forward with my policy agenda which includes, modernizing the 
County’s Human Resource Bureau, making the employment process more transparent, achieving 
substantial compliance as it relates to the Shakman Supplemental Relief Order and incorporating 
additional best practices in our human resource policies and procedures.

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PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

PROPERTY TAX BILL MODIFICATION PROPOSAL TO ELUCIDATE 
THE DISBURSEMENT OF MONIES TO TAXING AGENCIES 

WHEREAS, in Cook County, the County Treasurer, among other duties, oversees the property tax 
collection and distribution system and is responsible for printing and mailing bills based on the data 
provided by other county and state agencies on assessments, exemptions and tax rates, as well as the 
collection of $9 billion each year in taxes from the owners of more than 1.6 million parcels of property; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Treasurer is also tasked with the distribution of the collected tax funds to approximately 
1,700 local government agencies that have the jurisdiction to collect taxes, including school districts, 
villages, cities, townships, park and forest preserve systems, libraries, public health and safety agencies, 
election authorities, economic-development agencies and bonds to pay for public-works projects; and 

WHEREAS, it is of paramount importance that the taxpayers of the County of Cook understand how 
their tax dollars are distributed and used; and 

WHEREAS, the County Real Estate Property Tax Bill, as currently fashioned, is a source of confusion 
for many taxpayers; and 

WHEREAS, simple modifications to the current bill format can be implemented in order to properly and 
more accurately reflect the disbursement of property tax monies to the corresponding government 
agencies; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed modifications include the following: Title - “Consolidated Property Tax Bill”, 
Categories - created and titled by taxing body. Percentages - next to each category and each tax item. 
Totals - next to each category and a grand total; and 

WHEREAS, these modifications will assist in improving government transparency and understanding of 
said tax bill, empowering residents with the information necessary to make more informed decisions on 
how their hard-earned tax dollars are spent; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
2 Administration, Division 4 Treasurer, Section 2-242 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as 
follows: 

Sec. 2-242. Consolidated property tax bill; additional information to be included on property 
tax bill. 

In addition to all information currently on the second installment of property tax bills in Cook 
County, the tax bills shall also include a title “Consolidated Property Tax Bill.” The tax bills shall also 
include a column titled “Percentage of Total Tax Bill.” The “Percentage of Total Tax Bill” column will 
show, for each taxing district, the percentage of the total tax bill that each taxing district makes up, using 
the current tax year dollar amount. The column, “Taxing District”, shall be broken out into the following 
categories; “County”, “Municipal”, “School Districts” and “Other”, and each taxing district shall be listed 
within one of the four categories. Each category shall have a subtotal, both in dollar amount and 
percentage, and there shall be a grand total under the four categories. 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall be effective upon adoption. 
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In accordance with Cook County Code Section 2-108(z)(l) Amendment or suspension of rules, 
Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Daley, moved to suspend Section 2-108(h)(1) Prior 
notice to public; agendas.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING 
T H E CIRCUIT COURT CLERK OF COOK COUNTY 
TO ESTABLISH A FEE TO FINANCE CHILDREN’S WAITING ROOMS 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 18 Courts, Article II, 
Section 18-41 of the Cook County Code is hereby created as follows: 

Sec. 18-41, Children’s Waiting Room Fee. 

Beginning on or before December 1, 2008, the Comptroller shall create a special revenue fund to 
be entitled, “The Children’s Waiting Room Fund.” Beginning on December 1, 2008, the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court of Cook County shall collect a mandatory fee of $10.00 to be assessed as provided in this 
section. Assessments shall be collected by the Clerk of the Circuit Court and must be remitted monthly 
by the Clerk to the County Treasurer, to be retained by the Treasurer in the Children’s Waiting Room 
Fund. Expenditure from the Fund shall be made by the County Board in payment of any cost related to 
the establishment and maintenance of Children’s Waiting Rooms, including personnel, heat, light, 
telephone, security, rental of space, or any other item in connection with the operation of a Children’s 
Waiting Room. 

The fee is to be paid as follows: 

1) The fee shall be paid at the time of filing the first pleading, paper, or other appearance filed by 
each party in all civil cases. 

2) No additional fee shall be required if more than one party is presented in a single pleading, paper, 
or other appearance. 

3) The fee shall not be charged in any matter coming to the Clerk on a change of venue, nor in any 
proceeding to review the decision of any administrative officer, agency, or body. 

This Ordinance shall not supersede any other Ordinance enacted by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, which establishes and sets fees to be charged for other services not previously listed and 
provided by the Cook County Circuit Court Clerk; and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 32 Fees, 
Section 32-1 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 32-1. Fee schedule.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

EXCEPTIONS TO WEIGHT AND SIZE LIMITATIONS ON VEHICLES USING 
COUNTY HIGHWAYS AND FINE SCHEDULES FOR SUCH VIOLATIONS 

WHEREAS, counties and municipalities across the State of Illinois institute vehicle weight limit 
restrictions on roads throughout their jurisdictions to protect the health, safety and welfare of its citizens 
and the infrastructure of their municipality; and 

WHEREAS, the Village of Tinley Park has begun the planning of an expansion and extension of 183rd 
Street to run from Harlem Avenue to LaGrange Road; and 

WHEREAS, the improved and extended roadway is unique to other county highways in that it will pass 
directly through an area of Tinley Park immediately adjacent to residential homes on both sides of 183rd 
Street while providing a truck thruway to avoid a weigh station on Interstate 80; and 

WHEREAS, the United States Department of Transportation has determined that a weight restriction on 
183'^'^ Street will not alter or interfere with the purpose of the road; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Department of Transportation has determined that a weight restriction on 183rd 
Street will not alter or interfere with the purpose of the road; and 

WHEREAS, As mandated by State law. County government has the principal responsibility for the 
protection of persons and property, the provision for public health services and the maintenance of 
County highways; and 

WHEREAS, in meeting those requirements, it is necessary to implement a gross vehicle weight 
restriction for the protection of persons and property; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has determined that, due to a unique set of 
circumstances, it is in the best interest of the protection of persons and property that a gross vehicle 
weight restricted be implemented on 183rd Street. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
66 Roads and Bridges, Article V, Sec. 66-140 through Sec. 66-143 of the Cook County Code is hereby 
enacted as follows: 

ARTICLE V, EXCEPTIONS TO WEIGHT AND SIZE LIMITATIONS ON VEHICLES USING 
COUNTY HIGHWAYS AND FINE SCHEDULES FOR SUCH VIOLATIONS 

Sec. 66-140. General. 

(a) The provisions of this Article governing weight and load do not apply to the following 
vehicles: 

1. Fire Department apparatus. 

2. Equipment for snow and ice removal operations owned or operated by any governmental 
body. 

3. Vehicles owned and operated by any public utility when in the course of providing their 
services. 

Sec. 66-141. Notice of restriction. 

(a) There shall be posted, a notice of the weight restriction which shall be conspicuously posted at 
each end of the restricted portion of the roadway in a location clearly visible from the traveled way and 
shall contain, at a minimum, the following information: 

1. The name of the roadway. 

2. The gross vehicle weight limit. 

3. The ordinance number providing for the Gross Vehicle Weight Restriction. 

Sec. 66-142. Roadways with weight restrictions. 

(a) It is unlawful for any person to drive or move on, upon or across or for the owner to cause or 
knowingly permit to be driven or moved on, upon or across, a vehicle that exceeds the specified 
maximum gross vehicle weight, on the following roadways in Cook County: 

Roadway Maximum Gross Vehicle Weight 

183rd Street 16,000 pounds 

Between 84th Avenue and 
96th Avenue 

Sec. 66-143. Violations; Penalties: 

(a) Whenever any vehicle is operated in violation of the provisions of Sec. 66-142, the owner or 
driver of such vehicle shall be deemed guilty of such violation and either the owner or the driver of such 
vehicle may be prosecuted for such violation. Any person charged with a violation of any of these 
provisions who pleads not guilty shall be present in court for the trial on the charge. Any person, firm or 
corporation convicted of any violation of Sec. 66-142, shall be fined according to the following schedule:

(b) In addition any person, firm or corporation convicted of 4 or more violations of Sec. 66-142 
within any 12 month period shall be fined an additional amount of $2500 for the fourth and each 
subsequent conviction within the 12 month period. Provided, however, that with regard to a firm or 
corporation, a fourth or subsequent conviction shall mean a fourth or subsequent conviction attributable to 
any one employee - driver. 


Effective date: This Ordinance shall be in effect upon passage.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING 

COOK COUNTY RETAIL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT INCENTIVES 

BE IT ORDAINED, pursuant to Cook County's home rule authority under Article VII, Section 6(a) of 
the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
(“County Board”) that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article XV, of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as 
follows: 

ARTICLE XV, COOK COUNTY RETAIL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT INCENTIVES 
Sec. 74-580, Short Title. 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Ordinance Establishing Cook County Retail 
Economic Development Incentives.” 
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Sec. 74-581. Declaration. 

(a) The County Board hereby establishes the Cook County Retail Economic Development 
Incentives program which shall be the method by which Cook County will encourage establishment or 
maintenance of retail businesses and jobs in Cook County. The purpose of this ordinance is to authorize 
Cook County to work with Illinois municipal corporations located in Cook County to provided needed 
economic stimulus to encourage establishment or maintenance of retail businesses and jobs in Cook 
County. The County Board hereby finds and declares that Cook County do the following:

Sec. 74-582. 


Provide incentives to encourage the establishment or maintenance of retail businesses and 
jobs in Cook County; and 

Provide enhanced revenues for all the people of Cook County; and 
Provide cooperation with all municipal corporations located in Cook County. 

Definitions. 


For purposes of this Ordinance, the following words or terms shall have the meaning or 
construction ascribed to them in this Section: 


Cook County Code means the Code of Ordinances of Cook County, Illinois. 

Cook County means the County of Cook, a body politic and corporate of Illinois. 

County Board means the Board of Commissioners of Cook County, Illinois. 

Fiscal Year means the fiscal year of the County. 

Illinois Municipal Corporation means a City or Village incorporated within Cook County Illinois. 

Ordinance means the Ordinance Establishing Cook County Retail Economic Development 
Incentives, as amended. 

President means the President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 

TIF means Tax Increment Fund District created by an Illinois Municipal Corporation under 
Illinois law. 


Sec. 74-583. Establishment of the Cook County Economic Development Incentives. 

(a) The President shall designate the Department of Planning and Development to 
administer this ordinance. 


(b) The President, or his designee, shall report to the County Board on a monthly basis the 
number of businesses using the incentives provided for in this ordinance, the jobs created, sales generated and 
the total cost to Cook County. 

(c) Cook County shall in a non TIF district participate in any economic development program 
entered into by any Illinois Municipal Corporation through ordinance or contract that encourages 
establishment or maintenance of retail businesses and jobs. 
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(d) Cook County shall match dollar for dollar any sales tax rebate up to 50% of the County’s 
share of sales tax on the same terms as any Illinois Municipal Corporation provides a business; provided 
Cook County is satisfied that the projections of the Illinois Municipal Corporation that such rebate will 
provide additional retail sales and will establish or maintain retail jobs in Cook County are reasonable. 

Sec. 74-584. Severability. 

Any provision of this Ordinance declared to be unconstitutional or otherwise invalid shall not 
impair the remaining provisions of this Ordinance.

PROPOSED RESOEUTION 


WHEREAS, pursuant to 625 lECS 5/11-604, counties and municipalities have the legal authority to 
restrict speed limits on roads under their control; and 

WHEREAS, 131 St Street between 104th Avenue and EaGrange Road is under the control of the County 
of Cook; and 

WHEREAS, the above mentioned section of 131 st Street is a two lane roadway passing through an area 
which is populated by residences and Carl Sandburg High School; and 

WHEREAS, over the course of the past three years, there have been over 100 accidents in that area 
including the fatality of a student directly across the street from Carl Sandburg High School; and 

WHEREAS, as mandated by State law. County government has the principal responsibility for the

WHEREAS, the Cook County HIV/AIDS system has needed a source for entry level jobs for those who 
are disabled with HIV/AIDS and trying to regain a source of income; and

COOK COUNTY ANNUAL INSPECTION AND CERTIFICATION 
OF OPERATION ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 30 Environment, 
Sections 30-231 and 30-233 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 30-231. Generally. 

An annual inspection shall be made by the Department of all fuel-burning, combustion or process 
equipment or devices coming under the provisions of this chapter, whether or not a certificate of 
operation or allowable fuel certificate allowing use of such equipment or process has been previously 
issued by the Director to see that such equipment or process can be so managed and operated that no 
smoke, particulate, or other matter shall be emitted there from in violation of any emission limitation or 
other requirement provided under this chapter; provided, however, that no annual inspection shall be 
required of locomotives, ships, boats, tugs, internal combustion engines, domestic heating plants, or 
domestic refuse-burning equipment; and provided, also, that where any fuel-burning combustion or 
process equipment or device has been installed, erected, constructed, reconstructed, altered, added to, or 
repaired pursuant to a permit issued under Section 30-151, has been inspected in accordance with the 
requirements of Section 30-232 hereof, and has been in operation less than six months, an annual 
inspection will not be required until six months from the date such equipment was first put under fire after 
the completion of such work. Commercial and industrial sites will not require an annual inspection. 
Inspections of the fuel burning equipment and processes for commercial and industrial sites will be 
conducted on a random schedule as designated by the Director. Upon notice that the equipment has been 
found to comply with the provisions of the chapter, and after payment of the prescribed fee, the Director 
shall issue a certificate of operation, which shall be posted in a conspicuous place within the plant. If, at 
the time of the annual inspection, it is found that the equipment is in such condition that it cannot be 
operated within the provisions of the chapter, the Director shall give notice in writing to the person 
owning, operating, or in charge of such equipment of the defects found and order the person to correct, 
repair, or replace the defective equipment. Failure to comply with this order within 30 days from its date 
shall be a violation of this section, and the Director is hereby authorized to seal the equipment. No person 
shall violate the seal on any equipment that has been sealed at the direction of the Director unless 
authorized by the Director in writing to do so. 
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Sec. 30-233. Certificate of operation - Issuance; posting. 

Upon a Finding that any fuel - burning, combustion or process equipment or device inspected, on 
any original, annual or subsequent inspection, has been found to comply with the provisions of this 
chapter and after payment of the prescribed fee, the Director shall issue a certificate of operation which 
shall be posted in a conspicuous place at or near the equipment or process . Certificates of operation will 
be issued on a schedule determined by the Director. The certificate of operation shall be posted in a 
conspicuous place at or near the equipment or process . Any certificate of operation may contain such 
information and certifications as the Director may require.

DEMOLITION DEBRIS RECYCLING ORDINANCE 
Sec. 30-960. Definitions. 

For the purpose of this Article, the following definitions shall apply: 

Alteration means any change, addition, modification or occupancy. 

Applicant means any individual, firm, limited liability company, association, partnership, 
industry, public or private corporation, or any other entity that undertakes any demolition or alteration 
project within Cook County. 

Department means the Cook County Department of Environmental Control. 

Director means the Director of the Cook County Department of Environmental Control. 

Demolition means the deconstructing, destroying, razing, tearing down, or wrecking of any 
structure. 

Demolition Debris means waste building materials resulting from demolition such as, but not 
limited to bricks, concrete, masonry materials, rock scrap, scrap metal, plaster, gypsum drywall, pluming 
fixtures and piping, non-asbestos insulation, roofing shingles, other roof coverings, asphalt pavement, 
glass, plastics, landscape waste and wood, including non-hazardous painted, treated, and coated wood. 
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Divert or Diversion means to recycle, reuse or salvage demolition debris for any purpose other 
than disposal in a landfill, incineration facility, or alternative daily cover. 

Recycle or Recycling means to set aside, handle, package or offer for collection residential, 
commercial, or industrial solid waste materials or by-products for the purpose of being reused or 
processed and then returned to the economic mainstream as useful products. 

Reuse means recovering material for repeated use in the same form. This includes materials that 
are reused in the same location as they are generated. 

Salvage means the recovering of demolition debris from a building or demolition site for the 
purpose of recycling, reuse, or proper storage for future recycling or ruse. 

SWC means the Solid Waste Coordinator of the Cook County Department of Environmental 

Control. 

Sec. 30-961. Demolition permits and diversion of demolition debris. 

A demolition debris recycling permit shall be obtained from the Director prior to the completion 
of the demolition of any structure. The demolition debris recycling permit fee shall be $400.00 as set out 
in Sec. 32-1. All demolition projects that are subject to the recycling requirements of this Ordinance shall 
divert fifty-percent (50%) or more of the demolition debris generated by this project. 

The following types of projects are subjected to the recycling requirements of this Ordinance: 

(a) Demolition of any residential building with four or more units. 

(b) Demolition of any non-residential building with total square footage of 4000 or more. 

Sec. 30-962. Submission of Demolition Debris Recycling Plan. 

Before an applicant begins a demolition project subject to the recycling requirements of this 
Ordinance, that applicant shall submit a Recycling Plan to the Department. The Recycling Plan shall list: 

(a) The estimated total volume or weight of demolition waste generated by the project. In 
estimating the weight of the demolition waste, the applicant shall use the conversion rates approved by 
the Director for this purpose. 

(b) The means that the applicant proposes to use to divert the demolition waste. In 
describing the means of diversion of demolition waste, the applicant shall state the estimated quantity of 
each type of debris by material, how each type of debris will be recycled, reused or salvaged, and which 
approved facility or facilities will receive the waste. The Director shall designate approved recycling 
facilities for diversion. 

(c) In the event that the applicant believes that the diversion of all or some materials is 
impossible or impracticable, the applicant shall submit written justification with the Recycling Plan 
stating the reasons diversion should not be required. 

(d) If the applicant wishes to change an approved Recycling Plan prior to final site 
inspection, the applicant shall submit amendments to the Recycling Plan for written approval by the 
Director. 
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(e) Upon submission of a Recycling Plan, the applicant shall pay a plan submission fee of 
$400 to the Cook County Treasurer to deposit into the Cook County Waste Management Fund. 

Sec. 30-963. Review of Demolition Debris Recycling Plan. 

The SWC shall approve a Recycling Plan or an amendment to a Recycling Plan if it meets the 
requirements of this Article. The SWC shall determine, in writing, whether any diversion or salvage 
requirement shall be waived in whole or in part on the grounds of impracticability or impossibility. If the 
SWC declines to approve a Recycling Plan, he or she shall document in writing the basis of denial. 
Notwithstanding any other provision of this Chapter, no demolition permit shall be issued for any 
demolition project unless the SWC has approved the Recycling Plan. 

Sec. 30-964. Submission of Recycling Report. 

Within fourteen (14) days after the conclusion of a demolition project, subject to the recycling 
requirements of this Ordinance, the applicant shall submit to the Department a Recycling Report that 
contains the following information: 

(a) The actual volume or weight of demolition debris that was diverted by type of material, 
diversion method, and approved facilities that received the waste. 

(b) The actual volume or weight of demolition debris that was not diverted. 

(c) Any barriers encountered that prohibited diversion of demolition debris and any 
additional information which demonstrates the applicant made a good faith effort to comply with the 
requirements of this Article. 

Sec. 30-965. Review of Recycling Report. 

The SWC shall review the Recycling Report to determine if fifty-percent (50%) or more of the 
demolition debris, measured by weight, was diverted, and shall approve the report if the report 
demonstrates that this requirement was met. When the SWC determines that the fifty-percent (50%) or 
more of the demolition debris was not diverted, he or she shall determine whether the applicant has made 
a good faith effort to comply with his requirement. In making this determination, the SWC may consider 
information submitted by the applicant, the availability of markets for the demolition debris that was not 
diverted, the size and type of project, the documented efforts of the applicant to divert the demolition 
debris, and barriers encountered. If the SWC finds that the applicant has not diverted fifty-percent (50%) 
or more of the demolition debris and has not demonstrated a good faith effort to meet this requirement, 
the SWC shall make a written finding that the applicant has violated the provisions of this Article and 
state the basis for that finding. 

Sec. 30-966. Appeals. 

(a) An applicant may appeal the SWC’s decision not to approve a Recycling Plan or a 
Recycling Report by submitting a written request for review to the Director within ten days of the date of 
the SWC’s written decision. The Director or his/her designee may proscribe that an appeal form to be 
used by applicants requesting review. The request for review shall state specifically the claimed error or 
abuse of discretion. 
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(b) Upon receipt of the appeal, the Director shall set a date for consideration of the appeal 
and, give the applicant notice of the appeal date. The applicant shall have an opportunity to be heard at 
the hearing. 

(c) In deciding the appeal, the Director shall consider the purpose and intent, as well as the 
letter, of the pertinent provisions of this Article and shall affirm, modify, or reverse the written decision of 
the SWC. 

(d) The written decision of the Director shall be final. 

Sec. 30-967. County’s right to monitor and inspect. 

(a) The SWC or his/her designee may inspect and monitor all demolition projects to 
determine actual levels of diversion and to validate the information provided in the Recycling Plan and 
Recycling Report. 

(b) An applicant shall retain the receipts or weight tickets for the quantities of materials 
reused, salvaged, recycled and landfilled as indicated in the Recycling Report for one year after the 
demolition is complete. 

Sec. 30-968. Rule making. 

The Cook County Department of Environmental Control may proscribe reasonable rules, 
definitions, and regulations not inconsistent with this Ordinance necessary to carry out the duties imposed 
upon it by this Ordinance, including, but not limited to, reasonable procedures relating to the collection of 
the fines imposed by this Ordinance. 

Sec. 30-969. Penalties. 

An applicant violates this Ordinance by: 

(a) failing to file and obtain approval of a required Recycling Plan before beginning a 
demolition project; 

(b) failing to timely file a required Recycling Report after the conclusion of a demolition 

project; 

(c) failing to maintain records required by this Article; 

(d) failing to divert at least fifty-percent (50%) of the debris generated by a demolition 
project subject to the recycling requirements of this Ordinance; 

(f) failing to incorporate Best Recycling C&D Recycling Practices pertaining to fencing and 
securing the job site, dust control, management of on-site waste, public way clear of debris and dirt, 
standing waste, recycling compliance, demolition debris permit, control of debris, control of illegal 
dumping activities, rodent abatement and noise. 

Any violation of this Ordinance shall be punishable by a fine of not less than $500.00 and not 
more than $2,000.00. In the case that the applicant: 
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(1) fails to divert fifty-percent (50%) or more of the demolition debris generated by a project 
that is subject to the recycling requirements of this Ordinance, or 

(2) fails to demonstrate a good faith effort to do so, the applicant may be ordered to pay fines 
of $1,500.00 for each percentage point the actual recycling is below the fifty-percent 
(50%) recycling rate. 

Criminal prosecutions pursuant to this Ordinance shall in no way bar the right of Cook County to 
institute civil proceedings to recover fines, interest and costs incurred for such proceedings. Civil 
penalties and interest assessed pursuant to this Ordinance shall be computed at the rate provided by the 
Cook County Uniform Penalty, Interest and Procedures Ordinance.

This grant provides funding for gender-responsive treatment 
services provided to nonviolent felony offenders referred to the Criminal Division’s Mental Health 
Treatment Court. The Mental Health Treatment Court pilot program was launched in April 2004 to 
reduce incarceration of mentally ill, nonviolent felony offenders. The specialty court accomplishes this 
by enhancing court supervision and improving the delivery of mental healthcare to such offenders, who 
have significant mental illness and substance abuse disorders, some have other health concerns, as well, 
such as positive tests for HIV. In its first three years of operation, the Criminal Division’s Mental Health 
Treatment Court has received more than 200 referrals, both male and female. Early program results are 
encouraging, with recidivism for participants substantially reduced. The grant funds will allow the 
participant capacity of the program to increase by an additional 25 offenders, or 75 per year. 
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The authorization to accept the original grant was given on November 20, 2007 by the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners in the amount of $200,000.00.

The Complex 
Drug Prosecutions Initiative focuses on implementing strategies that have proven to be effective in 
combating drug enterprises and networks operating in the city and suburban Cook County. This program 
funds the salaries of ten (10) assistant state’s attorneys and four (4) investigators. 

This grant requires that the office match one (1) dollar for every three (3) dollars of federal funding. The 
match commitment for this program is a cash match and covers a portion of the salaries, all of the grant- 
funded personnel fringe benefits and the independent audit. 

The authorization to accept the previous grant was given on October 2, 2007 by the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners in the amount of $1,174,104.00 with a cash match of $465,051.00.
